About 9.15 this morning everybody

was startled by a heavy muffled ex- 
plosion somewhere 'in the immediate 
neighborhood.

building It sounded like distant thun- 
der and recalled tho explosion in South 
Lowell In 1903, which occurred about 
the game time of day. 
Happily the 


result In tho present instance was far 
less tragic, for though ^there was great 
excitement, almost resulting In a panic 
in some departments of t?ie Frescott 
mill, no lives were lost. 


Tho explosion occurred in the slash- 


er room of the Prescott mill which has 
dona away with its engine and boiler 
rooms and receives Its steam power di- 
rect from the engine room of the Mas- 
sachusetts 
mill through a large Iron 


pipe .which Is laid along the wall of 
tho Massachusetts mill and under the 
Concord river bridge Into the Prescott 
yard. 
To supply power in the Pres- 


cott mill the stoam pressure through 
this pipe is tremendous, and this morn- 
ing- it proved too much for the mechan- 
ism in the slasher-room abovo the 
weave room, with the result that the 
pipe burst with a roaring Bound, break- 
Ing tho windows of that section of tho 
mill, filling the room in which .the/acci- 
dent occurred with scalding steam and 
caustnE^rT/esllng'of consternation akm 
to panic In the other departments of 
the'mill, for the shoot v>as distinctly

At the time of the explosion tho

yards, while others were ready to jump 
from the windows, thinking that some 
terrible disaster had occurred.

United Htates during 1913 is tho oniclal 
cstlinato ot the United States Geoloyi- 
c;il Survey, an increase over the record 
leaking production of 1012 of 30,000,- 
000 to 40,000,000 tons. 
These figures 


are given out by KJwurd ^\^ 1'arlter, 
coal statistician of the survey, with 
the statement, however, that, the coal 
mining industry in 1313 
lacked 
any 


sneclafciilar features, the increase, in 
other words, buiiig normal and an in- 
dex of Ihe KtMieial industrial activity 
of the country. Of this increase about 
-l,&OO rOOU tons was in the production of 
nrithracUc and the rest in tho output 
of the bituminous conl mines. 


There were a few labor disturbances

57ofOOO,000 short tons of coal_ in the 
United States during 1913 is the official 
estimate o£ the United States Geologi- 
cal Survey, an increase over the record 
breaking production of 1912 of 30,000,- 
000 to 40,000,000 tons. 
These figures 


are given out by Edward "\V. Parker, 
coal statistician ot the survey, with 
the statement, however, that the coal 
mining industry in 1513 
lacked 
any 


spectacular features, the increase, in 
other words, being normal and an in- 
dex of the general industrial activity 
of the country. Of this increase about 
4,500,000 tons was in. the production of 
anthracite and ihe rest In the output 
of the bituminous coal mines. 


There were a few labor disturbances 


in 1913, but they were local in extent 
and efiect. The niosl pronounced labor 
disaffection was in Colorado, where a 
general strike was called, about 
tho 


middle of September, and coal produc- 
tion in 'lhat state during the last quar- 
ter of the year was but little maro 
than 50 per cent of normal. There was 
general complaint, particularly in the 
Eastern slates, of shortage of labor 
and Inability on Ihe part of the opera- 
tore to keep their mines working at 
full capacity. 
This was probably.Ihe 


reason for less than the usual com- 
plaint of the Inadequate or insufficient 
transportation service. Coal 
mining, 


like all other industries In the Ohio 
Valley states, was seriously interfered 
with by the Hoods in that region dur- 
ing the spring of 1913, and probably 
from 5,000,000 to 10,000,000 tons oC coal 
would have been added to the year's 
output but for the great disaster. As 
there were no violent fluctuallons in 
Ihe demand by the blast furnaces, steel 
works, and other

dustries, the demand for coal for those 
purposes showed only a normal in- 
crease.

"Marry If you want to live to a good 


old age," says Dr. Juques BertlUoii of 
Paris, and he gives reasons, with sta- 
tistics to back them up. 


"A married man or woman has," ho 


says, "thrice as. much chance for a , 
long run of life as a bachelor or spin- 
ster." -He also shows that the aver- 
age of mortality among widowers is 
greater than the/average among mar- 
ried men; so he recommends that they 
marry again, provided they are less 
than 60/ycars old. To young men Ber- 
lltlon has this to say; 


"Marry, and you will do well, even 


from a selfish standpoint; but watch 
carefully over your wife's health, as 
even from this egotistical point of view 
her loss would be a terrible misforr 
tune; for your life depends in a great 
measure on her own.'' 


To women his advice is: "And to 


you, mademoiselle, I give counsel to 
marry in your most selfish interest, 
as mortality among married women "is 
less than among spinsters of the same 
age—at least after the age o f , 20-- 
but the difference is less for women 
than for men." 


N'ext comes the widow: "Mortality 


among widows is 
distinctly 
greater 


than among married women of the 
same age. "The sweet state of widow- 
hood" is particularly fatal to youn~ 
widows. Their death rate, from 20 to 
25 years of age, is twice that of mar- 
ried women at a corresponding age." 


"Married people lead a more regular 


life," he says. 
"They are more con- 


trolled, discreet though this control 
may be, and it must be discreet if it 
is to be useful. 
ThRlr "physical life, 


like their moral life,Ms healthier, quiet- 
er and more natural." 


Thus did Bertillon point a moral in 


French statistics. For one year which 
he selected deaths per 1000 men among 
bachelors between 35 and 40 were ID, 
while those of married men were only 
S; between 65 and 60 the figure was 41 
for the former and 23 for the latter.'

The bank realized on both checks a.n- 


tho city sought to hold It liable fo 
conversion of the money Tho city con 
tended that when municipal or othe 
public securities arc made payable a 
a bank, the latter In paying them 1 
put on Inquiry as to their validity b;

purchaser of them on Inquiry.
